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It continues to be a difficult task for some people to report 
the diseases that are dangerous to the public health, as from 
time to time we learn of a case that has not been reported at 
all or is reported by some one that is not obliged or expected 
to report it. It is a mistaken conception of the law to expect 
the physician alone to report the cases, as the householder is 
also expected to report and is punishable by law for neglecting 
to do so. If proper precautions are to be taken to prevent 
the spread of communicable diseases the public have got to be 
more interested and be more particular about reporting all 
questionable cases at once and not allowing others to become 
exposed before any measures are taken to prevent a general 
epidemic. 

There has been no report of any unsanitary conditions dur- 
ing the year, and to our best knowledge the town is in a very 
sanitary condition. The diseases that are dangerous to the 
public health and that should be reported to the Board of 
Health by the householder and the attending physician im- 
mediately, are as follows: Actinomveosis, Asiatic cholera, 
cerebro spinal meningitis, diphtheria, glanders, leprosy, ma- 
lignant pustule, measles, scarlet fever, small pox, tetanus, 
trihinosis, tuberculosis, typhoid fever, typhus fever, varicella, 
whooping cough, yellow fever, opthalmia neonatorium and 
infantile paralysis.

Report of Librarian. 


T'o the Trustees of Griswold Memorial Lnbrary: 

Herewith is submitted the annual report of the library for 
the year ending January 31, 1913: | 

The library has been open on all regular days and at the 
usual hours. At the beginning of last year a petition was 
presented to you asking that the library be opened on Satur- 
day afternoons at 2 o’clock. You instructed me to open 
it at that hour for a month and keep a record of the attend- 
ance. ‘This I have done and the record is as follows: The 
first day it was opened at 2 o’clock, a group of people, most of 
them strangers who were waiting for the car, came in for a 
few minutes but took no books. Two residents of the town 
came for books at 2.45. The next Saturday three people 
came in at 2.30 and got books. The third Saturday three of 
the village children came in after 2.30. The fourth Saturday 
one person out of the village came in at 2.30 and one from 
the village came in at 2.40. I opened the library at 2 o’clock 
Saturdays for three months and not one person, except a village 
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child once or twice, came in till after 2.30. I then asked Mr. 
Davenport’s advice and he said he thought it would be quite 
satisfactory to open at 2.30 till the trustees had another meet- 
ing. ‘This I have done, but it is very seldom anyone comes 
before 3, except children. 

The total number of visitors during the year: Town, 2,668 ; 
out of town, 311; total, 2,979. 


CIRCULATION. 


For the year ending January 31, 1913, the circulation has 
been as follows: Fiction, 3,999; juvenile, 1,585; periodicals, 
1,104; philosophy and religion, 47; sociological and educa-

Report of School Committee. 


Freiitow Cirizens: In submitting this, our annual report, 
we shall refer only to the finances, leaving the report of the 
educational work to our superintendent. 

You will see by comparing our resources and expenditures 
we have a deficit of $435.82, which is explained by the fact 
that we have been obliged to pay more high school tuition 
because of an increase of $6.00 a year per pupil at Arms 
Academy. 

As what we pay for high school tuition is all returned to 
us from the state in November for the amount paid during 
the year ending July Ist preceding, it makes no difference at 


end of the year how much we have paid, although more money 


is required to do the business as we have to be continually 
advancing money during the vear both for the superintendent’s 
salary and high school tuition, and receive it back only once a 
vear. 


You will notice quite a -little increase in amount paid 
teachers this year from last year. 


Although we have been obliged to pay some more for 
teachers this year, the difference is largely due to the fact that 
the last payment to teachers previous to last year’s report was 
for only three weeks, while the first payment in this year’s 
report is a five-week payment. ‘Taking this fact into con- 


‘sideration with that mentioned regarding high school tuition, 


we really have not much deficit. We have, with Shelburne 
and Buckland, the other towns in this district, undertaken the 
experiment of employing a teacher to supervise drawing in 
our schools at a slight expense. 


We feel that our schools as a rule are in excellent shape and 
doing good work, and under the supervision of our new super- 
intendent, Mr. Smith, we have reason to expect good results.

Superintendent’s Report. 
To the School Committee: 


Dear Sirs: I will not attempt to make a full report on the 
condition of the schdols at this time. Possibly a few sug- 
gestions, however, will not be out of place.” 

Considerable repair should be made in underpinnings and 
roofs of buildings. There should be no likelihood of water 
entering at the top to destroy books and furniture, or of the 
buildings being wrenched and an extra amount of fuel con- 
sumed because of faulty underpinning. 


I have noticed in this and the other towns that the out- 


houses whose entrances were from the inside of the school build- ~ 


ings were kept, on the whole, in good condition. The out- 
houses apart from the school buildings are in most cases easily: 


accessible to the public. All of their misuse or defacement 


should not be laid to the schoolchildren. I believe the boys 
should have a greater degree of privacy for the sake of helping 
them to a finer sense of that which is proper. 


Our school grounds and buildings need grading and beau- 


tifying. The town cannot afford to doit all. I have thought ~ 


what a pleasing thing it would be if the people, parents and 
others, of each school district would get together and plam 
for making the school grounds beauty spots. Such things 
haye been done. If each person gave his share in labor or 
money, the burden would not be heavy on any. 

As parents take a more active part in matters pertaining 
to schools, the schools become better, the teachers and pupils 
become more enthusiastic, and work goes on more smoothly, 
I have wondered if the people would like to form a Parent- 
‘Teachers Association for the discussion of subjects pertaining 
to children and schools. Such associations have been sources 
of uplift to schools. 
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TEXT BOOKS.

The spellers in use are much out of date and mostly worn 
out. I believe a change in spelling books should be made. 

In language and reading many of the books are worn out, 
and many are too filthy for use. 

I therefore recommend that a generous appropriation for 
text books be made. 


MANUAL ART. 


Some sewing is being done by the girls while the boys are 
turning out a few pieces of work in wood. We hope to have 
enough to make a good showing by the end of the year. 

Teachers find it difficult to get material. It is suggested 
that parents send material, like cloth, thread, boards any- 
where from 1 inch to 1 inch in thickness, cigar boxes, grape 
baskets with covers, mending threads and yarns. Possibly a 
merchant could knock a box apart and send it and the nails to 
one of the schools. A little cooking material put in with it 
might lead to a domestic science lesson for the girls. Much 
could be done with an oil stove. 

Tf then the town will help by a small appropriation, I think 
we can better systematize the course so that good will come 
of it. 


ATTENDANCE. 
It is contrary to law to keep a child under fourteen years of 
age out of school for work, like plowing, digging potatoes, pick- 


ingapples or logging, unless for a very short time. The law 
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permits an absence of tive days or ten half days in any period 
of six months. The one who permits absence beyond that, 
or who employs or harbors the absentee, is subject to a fine 
of not more than fifty dollars. 

I must ask the parents to co-operate with the teachers to 
bring about a less degree of absence and tardiness. I have 
reason to believe that much of it is unnecessary. It is detri- 
mental to the scholarship of the child and his school. It 
tends to create and foster a bad habit and decreases respect 
for school. 

All minors working in stores, shops or factories should have 
age and schooling certificates or certificates of literacy. It 
would be a favor if those wishing certificates would come dur- 
ing office hours. . 


TEACHERS. 


‘The superintendent of this district, with its number of 
teachers, its miles of travel, and its administrative problems, 
ean give but little time to the making of teachers. There- 
fore, as far as possible, Colrain should not be a training 
school. 


I have been favorably impressed by the earnestness of our 
teachers. ‘They do what is asked of them; some do more. 
They want the children to get along well, and they put forth 
much effort to that end. ‘Those who walked several miles to 
<attend a teachers’ meeting are surely deserving of praise. 

I believe money raised for an increase in salaries of teach- 
ers would be a forward move toward the efficiency of the 
schools.
